ever humble, to do all in his power to insist, 
al the conclusion of the war in South Africa, 
on, the most searching invesiyation into 
the blunders on the part of our responsible 
statesmen that have led to the war, and into 
the mistakes of.our military advisers, which 
have brought upon us so fearful an expendi- 
ture of blood and of money, the limits of
